POTASH AS A FERTILIZER. 


Potash forms one of the most essential 
constituent of a fertile soil, and one of the 
most important of all fertilizing agents 
within reach of the agriculturist. In many 
plants it constitutes more than one-half of 
their ash, and in most at least one-third. 
In neutralizing acids in the soil and in the 
liberation of ammonia, it acts in the same 
manner as lime, but when it is desired 
simply to effect these last mentioned ob- 
jects, the latter should be used, as being 
cheaper, and potash, generally available 
in the form of ashes, should be applied 
as a manure, using the word in its strict- 
est sense, to indicate a substance that con- 
tributes directly to building up the struct- 
ure of the plants. But considerable care 
should be exercised in the use of ashes, 
and they should never, as is practice with 
some in manuring corn in the hill, be 
mixed with guano or the refuse of the 
hen roost, inasmuch as the first rain that 
dissolves them will cause the potash to 
displace the ammonia in the same tman- 
ner that line displaces it from barnyard 


manure and similar manvres, as we have

Analogous to 
potash in its action is soda, which how- 
ever, with a few exceptions to the rule, 
enters but slightly into the composition 
of plants, and may generally be replaced, 
to a great extent, with potash. Turnips 
and Mangold Wurtzel, however, require 
a comparatively large amount of soda, 
the ash of the former containing upward 
of twenty-eight per cent. and the latter a 
nearly equal amount. This may be most 
conveniently applied to the soil when re- 
quired in the form of common salt.—./.

plant into the fruit. Fruit-bearing branch- 
es never put out immediately over a leaf. 
Just now, when the tomato is in blossom 
this can readily be observed. The branch- 
es which put out directly over the leaf or 
strands of vines, should be pinched out 
with the thumb and finger, except three 
or four you wish to train up; you’ can 
have the fruit greatly improved in both 
quality and quantity. 

Ten plants, occupying about twenty 
square feet, will in this way yield an 
abundance for a family of six persons. 

Your correspondent does not claim to 
have originated this mode of cultivation ; 
he first saw it tried, and then tried it him- 
self, very much to his own satisfaction. 
Last summer and fall his “ tall tomatoes ” 
were not only his delight, but the won- 


der of his neighbors.

TO HAVE PLENTY OF CUCUMBERS.

KEEPING PEARS AFTER GATHERING. 


Dr. J. S. Houghton, in Tilton’s /our- 
nal of Horticulture, gave the following 
method of keeping pears. He says: 

“JI think pears, intended to be kept 
for a long period of time, say six months 
or more, should be carefully hand-picked, 
when well matured on the tree and put 
immediately into a fruit room at a tem-| 
perature as nearly down to forty degrees| 
as possible. They should be placed in| 
shallow boxes or on shelves, in such a 
manner that the air can reach them, and 
so they will not be bruised or crushed. 
The fruit room should be kept constantly 


at about forty degrees ; the air should be | 
dry and pure but no fresh air should ever | 
the apartment with aj} 
view of ventilation, as such ventilation| 
would introduce fresh supplies of oxygen, | 
the destructive agent of atmosphere. 
In such a roori nearly all perishable| 
fruits will keep for an incredibly long pe-| 
riod of time. The most delicate pears, | 
such as Bartlett, nearly tree-ripened, wil! 
keep for three or four months, if not 
longer, while the later pears, with tough) 
skin, will surely keep for six months, and 
ome of the winter pears, I have no doubt, | 
perfectly sound for a year.. In keeping} 
grapes native 
has been achieve in | 


much success : as 
keeping most other fruit, though instances 
of great success are reported. Singular-, 
ly enough, peaches, which are generally | 
very perishable, keep surprisingly well | 
in a cool, dry fruit room ; and when | 
brought from such a fruit room ivto a} 
warmer atmosphere, are not much affect- 
ed with the change. 

The great difficulty about keeping win- 
ter pears sound and plump which we find 
in this climate is, that it is almost impos-| 
sible, without the aid of a cold fruit house, | 
to carry even winter pears through the | 
hot weather in October, when the ther- 
mometer frequently shows seventy-five | 
degrees of heat, and no cellar or vault} 
can be found sufficiently cool and dry to 
keep the fruit from passing into a state 
of partial decay. It requires the tem- | 
perature nearly down to forty degrees to} 
keep pears for 2 long period of time.

|in that year a proposition, and that pro- 
position will immortalize his name in his- 
tory—addressed to all the great powers, 
that there should be a universal reduc- 
tion of their military establishments ; and 
to this proposition one after another of 
the great powers assented, except Great 
| Britain. She refiised to reduce her 
armies, and Great Britain for this war is 
therefore largely responsible. As soon 
as he found that this project was a failure 
he began immediately to increase hia 
armies in self-defence, and this inere- 
ment has been universal in the armies of 
| the continent, as well of Britain. If Na- 
poleon dves nothing else therefore for 
the world, be bas demonstrated by the 
sword, what he sought to establish with 
his pen—that great armies are absolutely 
| incompatible with the peace of Europe. 
Justly, Prussia is responsible for at- 
tempting to rear on both sides of France 
a power which ie case of war would be a 
united and irresistable power to crush her 
to death. 

One word more. Napoleon will be 
judged now by his last public acts—fail- 
ures. It will not always be so. When 
the smoke and confusion of battle hard 
cleared away, and time, great restorer, 
brings out the full figure of his reign, he 
will not be gauged wholly by these last 
mistakes.
